The headlong swooping 
flights of ‘a dozen Japancse 
bombing aeroplanes from 
high in the air to within a 
few hundred feet of the 
ground, the detonation of ex- 
ploding bombs, tho spray of 
mud and water, and later the 
scream and boom of heavy 
shells from Japaneso war- 
ships was the thrilling and 
somewhat alarming spectacle 
for passengers and members 
of the crew of the s.8.

The Van Buren, which arrived 

Hongkong on Saturday, was, 
atthe time of the. inelilent, just 
leaving Slanghai and abreast of 
the forts, when the Japanese 
‘planes Inunched thelr attack.

Rifle Shot “at Planes. 


To the intensive and = mercilesa 
bombardment of the forts and the 
aurronuding district there wan no 
reply. Clearly to be seen from 
the Van Buren, the muzzles of the 
forte’ guns protruded, but were 
coverrd nnd not 2 single shot was 
red from them. 

In fact. according-to one mem- 
ber of the crew, the only respanse 
the Japanese ittack elicited was 
a aingle rifle shot from a Chinese 
junk only a few hundred yards 
from the liner. :

Nevertheless, the mutiny did 
not arise through prison admin- 
istration.” All the officers are 
loyal and efficient, although a 
very small number were = guilty 
of “jrregularities and worse,” 


Brave Convicts. 


The report pays tribute to the 
great bravery and loyalty of 
muny of the convicts, and declares 
that very few of the prisoners had 
murderous intentions, 

Governor Roberts, the report 
says, has-been an excellent ad- 
ministrator who, however, does 
not possess an exceptionally 
strong character which might 
have .ennbled him to quell ‘the 
rowing disorder by force of per- 
sonality, 

‘+The report revenls that the de- 
cision to call in the Plymouth 
Police ty quell the mutiny was 
taken by a gate officer named 
Dowse on hia own responsibility. 

The report also finds that the 
belief that o man had been as- 
saulted on. the morning of “the 
disorders made many men resent- 
ful, who would, otherwise, have 
been loynl. 

‘The Governor had been just in 
his dealings. He, however, made 
an crror of judgment in address- 
ing the men in chapel on Satur- 
day. Colonel) Turner and the 
Governor should have foreseen 
the possibility of trouble on the 
parado ground, and should not 
have taken the risk of letting out 
all the prisoners, for normal 
exercise. Coloncl Turner, how- 
ever, acted with great courage 
during the disorder.

REVOLVER. BY . 
HIS SIDE. 


A tragedy occurred last 
evening at. the offices of 
Messrs. Rudolf Wolff and 
Kew, Ltd, on the first floor 
of 54, Queen’s Road Central, 
Mr. H. G. Kew being found 
shot with a revolver lying by 
his side.
